on earth, is the theme of general discussion in 
Catholic circles on the Continent. The de- 
cision of sixty-six ot the hundred bishops 
whose views of the matter were solicited by 
the Pope that the present time is opportune 
tor the declaration of this principle evinces a 
positive swerving of popular opinion, for it 
is not to be presumed that these prelates have 
all, or eve u considerable minority of them, 
gone contrary to the known tendencies of 
‘their flocks. The fact that the Italian Bishops 
opposed the promulgation of the dogma is 
not to be taken as evidence of their belief 
that the occupant of the chair of St. Peter 
should not be a temporal as weil as a spiritual 
sovereign. Theclergy of Italy are placed ina 
position of such pecullar delicacy with regard 
to expressions of op:nion on matters touching 
the relations of the church and the State that 
no positive declaration of approval could be 
expected from them, while the laity have long 
since fallen into a state of apathy as regards 
both Pope and King, owing to the unchanging 
condition of the antagonism between the Vat- 
fean and the Quirinal, which the lapse of 
twenty years has not sufficed to moilify or 
even change in character. 
CHURCH PARTY IN PARLIAMENT. 

The church party in the Italian Parliament 
ls slowly increasing lu strength, and to this 
extent it may be said thatthe popular feeling 
in favor of the restoration of the Papal kKing- 
dom has grown, but it must not be asgumed 
that because the people are not enthuéfastic- 
ally on the side of the church that 
they are earnestly supporting the 
position of the State. They have 
simply lost all interest in the matter because

Prohibition Scores a Point, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 15.—The Senate 
Judiciary Committee yesterday submitted a 
favorable report on the billintroduced by Mr.

The bill is similar in nearly every prospect to 
the measure présented in the House not 
long since by Mr. Kerr of the same State

„original package“ decision. The report 
was submitted by Mr. Wilson of Iowa. Senator 
George presented a concurrent report, in 
which be explains that he is forced to favor 
the bill by the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court. In his report he gives a lengthy dis- 
sertation upon State’s rights. Senators 
Evarts of New York and Vest of Missouri, do 
not join in either report. Senator Vest, it is

It is said that the committee will press the

J. B. Walker of New Orleans, La., conducted 
the religious exercises this morning.

Burning of the Winona Flouring Mills—A 
Big Lumber Biaze—Fires. |

| says: The heaviest conflagration among the

The total loss on the property is 
estimated at $300,000, and may exceed that; 
insured for $200,000, mostly in mutual com 
panies. There were about 25,000 bushels & 
wheat in the elevator, and 1,200 barrels of 
flourin the mill. The mili had a capacity of 
2,600 barrels and was about the finest equipped 
building of ghe kind in the world. 


A Big Lumber Blaze. 


San FRANCISCO, Cal., May 16.—The Chroniele’s 
San Bernardino special says a flre broke out 
in the West Coast Lumber & Mill Co.’s mill 
last evening, and in a few minutes enveloped 
it in flames, whicb spread rapidly to the yard. 
It made a sheet of flames about four acres in 
extent. The fire department was powerless 
to act on any property of the company, but 
prevented the fire from spreading to the 
residences in the vicinity. The mill was 
worth $40,000, insurance, $15,000. There was 
over $50,000 worth of lumber consumed on 
which there was no insurance.

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Two Hours After Landing From a Steamer 
Be Shoots and Mortally Wounds Clinton 
G. Reynolds, a Prominent New York 
Lawyer—An Attachment Suit Brought 
Against Stephanie By His Mother the 
Cause of the Tragedy. 


2 w YORK, May 15.—A terrible tragedy oc- 

red in Wall street this morning, when a 
vindictive young man, Alphonse J. Stephanie, 
shotand mortally wounded Lawyer Olinton 
G. Reynolds, of the law firm of Reynolds & 
Harrison, 69 Wall gtreet. The murderer 
wes but a few hours in the 
city, having only arrrived on the White 
Star steamship Majestic from Liverpool. 
The cause of the shooting is as follows: Up to 
two years ago Stephanie's father was en- 
gaged in the fruit importing: business in this 
city. At that time he died, leaving his wife, 
Alphonse’s mother, sole executrix. Alphonse 
carried on the business, But was turning it in- 
to cash, and it appears that he realized about 
$60,000 and placed it with a Broadway safe 
deposit company. His mother and brother 
objected. About two months ago he quar- 
reled with her, told her that he would 
have the money some time anyhow and wound 
up by assaulting her. About a month ago he 
sailed for Europe, and from the hotel bills 
found on him seems to have been at Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main andin London. During his 
absence his mother consulted Lawyer Rey- 
nolds, who advised her to issue attachments 
against him and the safe deposit company to 


prevent bim using the money. He probably 
heard ofthis after his arrival this morning, 
and at once wentto the lawyer’s office and 
entered the inner office. 

THE TRAGEDY. 

In the outer office were Managing Clerk John 
L. Butterle and a client, John F. Cowan of 
Newark, N. J. After an interval of ten min- 
utes a shot was heard, and Mr. Butterle @urst 
in the door and saw Stephanie with the smok- 
ing revolver in bis hand. Heat once knogked 
Stephanie down, and with the aid of Mr. 
Cowan held him on the floor until Policeman 
Edwards of the Old Slip Station arrested him. 
Mr. yoolds was found to be shot and 
mortally wounded in the left, side below 
the heart. He was at once removed 
in an ambulance to the Chambers Street Hos- 
pital. Stephanie when arrested had the 
weapon used, an ugly looking pew Dull-dog 
revolver of English pattern and 32 caliber, 
one chamber of which was discharged. At 
the station-house, when searched, there was 
found on him about $1,000 in cash, all of 
which, with the exception of about $25, was in 
German and English money. He had a bill of 
the Westminster Palace Hotel, London,a Dill 
of a Franfort hotel, a United States passport 
dated April 16, and what was evidently an ad- 
vertisemient in English, but of German Call- 
graphy, seeking a position in a banking 
house.

ROME, May 15,—Ann Odelia Diss De Barr, the 
spiritualistic high priestess of New York, who 
has figured in more than one sensation, came 
to Rome a short time since to carry out a 
gigantic blackmail scheme, and as a result she 
is now behind the bars. She aimed at big 
game, but her intended victims and the 


authorities check mated her movements. She 
came here eight days ago, after telegraphing 
the proprietor of Hote! Bristol asking him to 
reserve the finest apartments in the place for 
her. She arrived in due time and registered 
as Mrs. M. A. Holland of London. Day after 
day she regaled herself on cham- 
pagpes and every other luxury the 
hotel could furnish. The proprietor became 
suspicious last Sunday and began questioning 
her concerning ber meansto pay the bills. 
She became indignant and said she woald pay 
all when her drafts arrived. She was then 
put under surveillance. Sunday night she 
took a carriage to gotothe American Church 
on the Via Nazionale. The coachman was in- 
structed not to let her out ot his sight, but 
she eluded him and got away. Her 
trunks were broken open, but the 
botel- keeper found nothing to seize, with the 
exception of a few garments. The police 
were placed on her trail and last evening they 
traced her to the Convent of the Poor Servants 
os the Mother of God. She was placed under 
arrest by the gendarmes. 

The authorities ascertained from letters in 
her possession that she had been trying to 
blackmail Mgr. Campbell, Dr. Nevin of 
the American Church and other prominent 
divines. She had also called on Lord Dufferin 
and requested him to have the English Gov- 
ernment protect her, saying that she had es- 
caped from a nunnery and was threatened 
with dire punishment by the church authori- 
ties.

Why the River Sheuld Be Improved. 


% have been criticised for saying that our 
Representatives in Con do not ask for 
enough money to make river improve- 
ments necessary to secure a permanent and 


sufficient stage of water between here and 
Cairo,’’ said Harbor Commissioner Murphy 
to-day. ‘‘I notice that Col. Ernst, a member 
of the Mississippi River Commission, stated 
yesterday that when the Government works 
now in progress between St. Louis and Cairo 
were completed a clear channel depth of ten 
feet would be secured. But few who read this 
will understund how important to our 
marine commerce its consummation would 
be. It would lower the river rates 
on every bushel of grain that goes 
down the Mississippi from 10 to 15 per cent. It 
would permit the steamers and barges that at 
certain seasons of the year cannot load to 
more than halt their capacity to go out of the 
harbor with a full cargo. As it is now two 
barges are often used to carry the ordinary 
tonnage of one, and when Cairo is reached 
the grain is transferred and no trouble is ex- 
perienced below. WhatI claim nowand what 
Ihave contended forin Washington before 
the Rivers and Harvors Committee and the 
Senate Committee on Commerce is that the 
same plan should be followed here that wag 
adopted at Galveston, Make the proper 
surveys and estimate as accurately as 
possible the cost of the work 
necessary to secure a channel of ten feet from 
here to Cairo and then ask for the sum in a 
lumpamount.

Strange Letter From Her Brother. 


Sottlleb Deichman notified the Bélleville 
police yesterday of the disappearance of his 
adopted daughter Minnie, ll years old. In- 
vestigation has disclosed a very mysterious 
affair, which bas caused quite a sensation in 
Belleville. Yesterday afternoon, upon 
learning of the giri’s disappearance, the 
foster parents at once became apprehensive 
thinking she had been kidnaped and were 
frantic with grief, as during her residence 
with them little Minnie had come to be re- 
garded as their own child. The develop- 
ments of to-day show that their fears were 
well founded. There is little doubt that the 
child has been kidnaped, though for what 
reason the Deichman’s cannot even con- 
jecture. Littie Minnie left her home yester- 
day morning atthe usual hour to go to the 
Bunser Building, where she attends school. 
About 3 o’clock in the afternoon it was 
casually mentioned to Mrs. Deichman that 
the daughter had not returned at noon and 
was still absent. Mrs. Deichman’s saoxiety 
was aroused, and she sent a messenger to the 


school-house in search of Minnie, At the 
school-house the startling ioformation was 
received that the girl | a 
HAD NOT BEEN SEEN THERE 

during the duy. Upon learning this the 
arents at once notified the police. The 
atter made every effortto find the girl, but 
could not discover even a trace of her. Ne 
one could be found who had seen her since 
she left home iu the morning. 

Inquiry at Mascoutah was equally fruitiess, 
The ichman family had resided for several 
years in Mascoutab, and as Minnie had 
numerous friends there, it was thought 
sbe might have taken a wilfu] notion to visit 
them without consulting her parents. She 
had received a letter in the morning from a 
Mascoutah friend, a girl named Mary Meyer, 
and the idea was conceived that this letter 
might had something to do with her absence. 
But after a perusal of its contents 
that idea was abandoned. The letter 
was simply a recital of commonplace events 
such as any child might write to another. To 
be more certain, however, the Meyer family 
were telephoned to asked if they had seen the 

The answer received was in the 


trace of her being 
during the night, Mr. ichman 
went to Mascoutah early this wmorn- 
ing in search of her. After his departure 
the family received a letter which explains 
the manner of her disappearance, but leaves 
them in doubt as to the reasons for her being 
taken away. The letter proves beyond a 
doubt that she has been led away, but whether 
with or without her consent can only be con- 
jectured. The substance of the letter, which 
was short, was the expression of a desire to 
inform the family that Minnie 

HAD LEFT THEM FOREVER, 

but was in safe hands. There was no name 
attached, but in lieu of a signature were the 
worde: From her brother.“ To those who 
are ignorant of the story of little Minnie’s in- 
stallation as a member ot the Deichman fam- 
ily this letter would appear to be most mys- 
terlous, but to Mr. and Mrs. Deichman it 
throws some light on her disappearance. The 
girl had lived with the family seven years. In 
1882 or 1883 she was brought to Mascoutah, 
where the Deicohmans then lived, by two 
young men who were total strangers in the 
town. She was left witha womar who was a 
nelehbor of thej/Deichmans,the two young men 
promising to pay a certain sum month 
for her support. Before leaving Mascouta 
which they did after a short stay, the 
men paid #2 to the women who had taken 
charge of Minnie. Since then neither has 
either been seen or heard from. After Minnie 
bad lived about six months in Mascoutah she 
was adopted by Mr. andjMrse. Deichman with 
the consent of the woman who had first en- 
gaged to care for her. She has been reared by 
them as their own child, and they 
have become deeply attached to 
her. They are very anxious to 
discover her whereabouts, but have small 
hopes now of being able to do so. They have 
no doubt that the person writing to them as 
her brother is one of the men who brought 
her to Mascoutah, and thathe has taken her 
away intending to retain possession of ber if 
he Gan make his escape from this section. 
The case has been reported tothe Sheriff, and 
that official has promised to look into it and 
find the girl if possible. 

The true name of the girlis thuught to be 
Minnie Kaulback, as the men who left ber at 
Mascoutah alluded to her by that name. When 
she left home yesterday morning she wore a 
brown checked dress, a black fiat hat, anda 
new pair of buttoned shoes. She isthe aver- 
age size of girls of her age. She bas dark 
brown hair and hazel eyes.

ifshe has any, or where they reside has never 
been known to Mr. and Mrs. Deichman. The 
strange manner of her appearance in Mas- 
coutah, coupled with the mystery of her dis- 
appearance yesterday, can only lead to one 
beligf. The person who led her away yester- 
day must be one of the two who leit her in 
Mascoutah, and must have some direct in- 
terest in her. The Belleville authorities have 
notified the St. Louis police, and will invoke 
every ald in the search for her. If they sno- 
ceed in finding her and capturing her ab- 
ductor, not only the mystery of her depart- 
ure but perhaps the history of her early life 
may be brought to light.

A RIDE WITHA MANIAC. 


THE TERKIBLE FXPERIENCE OF MRS. 
DONOHUE YESTERDAY AFTERNOON. 


- — 
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Her Husband Promised to Go Quietly te His 
Home just. Charles County From the 
St. Louis Insane Asylum, but Became 
Violent on the Way—Kescued From His 
Mad Attacks by a Passing Farmer. 


BOUT a* week ago 
one William Dono- 
hue was making 
quite a disturbance 
on South Broadway 
atan unseemly hour 
of the night and was 
arrested by Officer 
Meyerpeter of the 
Fourth District, The 
two started to walk 
toward the station. 
They had gone but about two blocks, however, 
when Donohue suddenly seized his captor 
and threw himto the ground. The assault 
was entirely unexpected and the officer was 
unprepared to meet it. His left leg was 
doubled up underneath bim and both bones 
were snapped above theankle. Meyerpeter 
was taken to his home, while the man Dono- 
hue was re-arrested bytwo brother officers 
and locked up. 

The next day a warrant was sworn out 
charging Donohue with assault todo great 
bodily harm. Before being sent to jail, how- 
eyer, the prisoner was examined by City 
Physician Priest, who pronounced him in- 
sane. His mania appeared to be of 
the most violent nature, and he 
was sent to the Insane Asylum 
securely strapped for fear of an outburst, 
The criminal case against him was of course 
dismissed. 


Early yesterday morning Donohue’s wife 
made her appearance at the asylum and asked 
that her husband be 

GIVEN OVER TO HER CARE. 
She said their home was in St. Charlies 
County, from where the unfortunate man ino 
one of his attacks had wandered w be 
She was so confident of her ability to handle 
the patient that Donohue was released and 
was driven away in a carriage by his wife. 

It seems, hovever, that when the two neared 
Manchester Donohue became violent, whip- 
ping the horse until it ran like mad. The 
wife plucklly hung to the reins, and soon 
had the frightened animal under con- 
trol. Donohue then jumped from the 
buggy and tried to pull the woman out by the 
feet. She resisted, screaming with fright, 
and attempted to drive away. Donohue got 
the horse by the bit, however, and prevented 
her escape in thisway. He then picked up 
sticks and stones from the road and was busily 
engaged in hurling them at 

THE SHRINKING FIGURE 
in the carriage when assistance came. 

Just at the right moment George Solomon, 
a mer, drove up on his way tothecity. He 
to in the situation ata glance. Tying his 
team to the fence, he started tow the 
maniac, who, with his arms full of heavy 
stones, awaited his coming. As soon as 
Solomon approached within a few feet 
of where he stood Donohue opened fire,throw- 
ing the rocks with greatforce and precision. 
Solomon was struck several times, but not 
seriously burt. He waited until Donohue’s 
ammunition had run short and ,then closed 
with bim. Up and down the road the two 
men struggled. Solomon had the advantage 
in bulid, but his great strength was hardly 
more thanamatch for the unnatural energy 
of his maniac opponent. 

Endurance finally begun to tell and Dono- 
hue sank down helpiess. Mrs. Donohue 
brought several ropes from the farmer's wag- 
on and Solomon securely bound his prostrate 
prisoner. He then lifted him into his wagon 
and started back to the city. At King’s 
highway and New Manchester road 
Officer Hornecker appeared and accompanied 
the three tothe asylum. Donohue is again in 
charge of the autnorities of the institution. 
Solomon was severely bruised, but for 
— escnped without any material in- 
jury. e deserves great credit for his deter- 
mined action.
